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Treasurer's Report 
Reflects Rising Cost 
in Local Government 



The treasury of the Villago had a 
balance of $8,410.89 at Ihe end of the 
fiscal year, April 31, but the general 
fund was nearly in the red, the report 
of Martha llunlcr, treasurer, to the 
village board Tuesday evening re- 
vealed. 

The balance comprises mainly 
moneys lo be paid out of assessments 
on improvements and aid given by 
the government in bearing the ex- 
pense of postwar planning. 

The general fund contained about 
$360 and this would have 'been wiped 
out if all of the bills had been sub- 
mitted and paid, it was said. 

Increased revenues arc expected 
this year through higher license fees, 
but these will be used up by in- 
creased costs on present services and 
added services. The board will still 
have to curb expenses to keep within 
its revenues during the coming year, 
according to President George B. 
Bartlett. 

The board will investigate liability 
insurance as a means of protection 
from damage suits that might be oc- 
casioned through injuries received 
from faulty sidcwallts. It was report- 
ed that there arc one or two side- 
walks where tree roots have raised 
the pavement and made walking un- 
safe at night. 

The board took under advisement 
the request for removal of tree 
stumps from the Chinn properly on 
Victoria Street.

317 Drivers Cause 
Eighty-nine Deaths 



More than 876,000 has been posted 
as security by 317 motorists under 
the new state drivers' safety finan- 
cial ropsonibility law. Secretarj" of 
State Edwartl J. Barrett has an- 
nounced. The motorists have posted 
the money to protect their driving 
rights pending settlement of damages 
arising out of automobile accidents. 
Motorists certified to post security 
arc those who were without proper 
financial responsibility, in the form 
of insurance, at the time they were 
involved in accidents. 

The 317 -drivers arc among a total 
of 8,179 who have been certified to 
post security since the law went into 
effect Januar>' 1, 1946. Secretary Bar- 
rett stated that more motorists were 
certified during the month of .May 
than during any other month since 
the law went on state books. He said 
that the number of deaths as a result 
of accidents in which uninsured 
drivers were involved is 89. 



The opening fo the summer season 
in the lakes region has brought about 
a great increase In the number of 
calls for the Antioch Rescue 
squad, and the squad members 
expect to sec a greater increase as 
the summer season progresses.

A heart attack M'hich proved fatal 
to Frank Hunt was the occasion for 
a call on Sunday morning at 2:15 a. 
m. and it was while squad members 
were administering oxygen to him 
that a call -was received calling part 
of the squad to administer first aid 
to seven accident victims on Grass 
Lake road. The automobile accident 
occurred at about 2:45 about one 
half mile west of Nielsen's corners. 
Emil Kowalke, 51, Chicago, driver of 
one of the cars, received chest injuries 
and Hcnr>' A. Jazwec, 43, a passenger 
in his car received a broken jaw. a 
fractured left leg and several broken 
teeth. Joe Pavel, 33, Chicago, a pas- 
senger in the second car suffered a 
.fractured left shoulder, and Ed M, 
Frank and Catherine Hunt. He McCrane, 34, also of Chicago, receiv- 
mcmbcr of St. Peter's church ed a head injury.

Milk Prices Are 

Raised for May 



Class Prices for milk delivered dur- 
ing .May, 1046 for the Chicago milk 
marketing area were announced to- 
day by t\. W. Colebank, administrat- 
or of Federal Order' 41. -These, prices 
are S3,479 per- hundredAvcight (7.5c 
per quart) for Class I milk, $2,978 
for Class II milk, S2,770 for Class HI 
milk and 52,527 for Class IV milk. 
Prices for milk in Classes I, II and 
HI are 1.9c higher than prices for 
April, 1946 deliveries. The Class IV 
price is the same as last month. 

Class I milk refers to milk used 
for fluid consumption: Class II is 
milk used for cream, ice cream, cot- 
tage cheese, buttermilk and flavored 
milk drinks; Class HI is milk used in 
the manufacture of evaporated and 
condensed milk products; and Class 
IV is milk used in the making of but- 
ter and cheese. 

Class I and Class II prices in the 
Chicago milk marketing area are 
based upon a premium above the ac- 
tual competitive price paid by con- 
dcnseries and evaporating plants. 
This competitive price for .May, 1946, 
averaged $2.79 per hundred-weight, 
which, is the Class III price in the 
Chicago market. During May the pre- 
mium paid above the condensery-pay- 
price amounted to 70c per hundred- 
weight for Class I milk and 20c per 
hundred-weight for Class II milk. 

The Class IV price in the Chicago 
federal milk marketing area is based 
upon the average price per pound of 
92-score ibutter during the delivery' 
period in the Chicago wholesale mar- 
ket and the price per pound of non- 
fat dry^ milk solids for human con- 
sumption F. 0. B. plants in five 
states in the North Central Area. In 
iMay, 1946 92-score butter at whole- 
sale in Chicajio averaged 46c per 
pound; spray and roller process dried 
skim milk for human consumption, 
F. O. B. plants averaged 14.20c per 
pound. 

The Mav prices for milk In Classes 
L II and III are in.8c higher than a 
year earlier. The Class IV price is 
3.5c higher than April of 1945.

With the nation's traffic fatality 
rate almost back to its postwar peak, 
and not only the number of accidents 
but the cost of accidents rising each 
month, American automobile owners 
arc ifaccd with a problem that only 
they can cure. 

That this is a national problem has 
been signified by the National High- 
way Safety Conference called by 
President Truman and the campaign 
currently being sponsored by The .Ad- 
vertising Council (the cooperative 
group of advertising leaders who pro- 
duced most of the War Bond and 
other war-time advertising cam- 
paigns) in cooperation with the Na- 
tional Safety Council. 

That it is a local problem is evi- 
dent in this and every community by 
the increasing number of deaths and 
injuries which arc reported almost 
each week. 

Some idea of the trend in the num- 
ber and severity of automobile ac- 
cidents can be gathered from statis- 
tics just released. 

All through 1945, and at a highly 
accelerated rate after V-J D,ay and 
the termination of gasoline rationing, 
the number and severity of automo- 
bile accidents increased, the report 
points out. 

This trend in the' number of and 



Robert Kingery, general manager 
of the Chicago regional planning 
board, was heard by several hundred 
persons at a meeting sponsored by 
the Antioch Lions club Monday eve- 
ning. 

Kingery, who is a recognized au- 
thority on future planning for cities, 
was introduced by Harry J. Kruegor, 
president of the club. He gave a gen- 
eral over-all picture of the .steps 
which must be taken in making a 
master plan for the future growth 
and development of the village and 
mentioned a few specific changes 
which would work for the benefit of 
the village and the region. 

First consideration in planning, he 
sold, was In sanitary measures and as- 
suring adequate ^supply of pure fresh 
water and in efficient sewage dis- 
posal. Other matters which must be 
taken into consideration were rail- 
roads and other transportation facil- 
ities, especially air travel and airport 
facilities, which he deemed very 
important. 

Kingery also mentioned that the 
cultural development of the village 
must keep pace with other growths 
and stressed the importance of good 
libraries, schools, and churches. In 
this connection he said that Antioch 
was fortunate in that both of our 
schools already have sufficient land 
in which to expand existing installa- 
tions. 

Parking systems and traffic pat- 
terns also came in for a good bit of 
consideration in the talk and he said 
that these must be planned -with an 
eye to present and future highways. 
He suggested that route 21 and route 
59 both bo re-routed to keep through 
traffic out of our business section. 
He mentioned that this idea would 
probably not be popular with some 
of the business men in the village, 
but that ipcrsons who do not wish to 
shop in town only increase the traffic 
problem here. 

In conclusion Kingery touched on 
the unusually high assets of the com- 
munity and said that every indication 
pointed to an accelerated rate of 
growth for the village. He also stated 
that our zoning plan should not be 
put into effect until study of the fac- 
tors mentioned in his talk could be 
studied and a good "common sense" 
plan be worked out. 

Wagner to Confer With Kingery 

George Wagner, chairman of the 
Antioch zoning commission, which 
has been working on plans for Ahti- 
och's zoning ordinance for the past 
several months, said today that he 
had made arrangements to confer 
with Kingery on plans for the zoning 
ordinance and that all speed in get- 
ting the ordinance in proper shape 
for passage by the village board 
would be made. It is hoped that the 
ordinance can be made effective be- 
fore supplies of building material are 
plentiful enough to allow a building 
boom.

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Production Waits On Whims 

For months members of the petroleum industry 
have been calling attenlion to the fact that the petrol- 
eum supply i-s adequate to meet all demands. Acting 
upon the claims of OPA that as soon as a commmodity 
was in sufficient supply, price controls would be re- 
moved, they long aRo rocommcnded that the oil indus- 
tr>' bo "decontrolled." Price control over oil has not 
been removed. 

This s a sample of OPA "flexibility" and "respon- 
siveness" to changing conditions. It Is a sample oi why 
production is so far behind demand, No industry* can 
operate efficiently when it must await indefinitely the 
pleasure of public officials on questions that can make 
or break a busine^. 

The most dangerous thing about the OPA is its 
obvious reluctance to part with its power. In the case 
of oil. the need for control ended with the termination 
of the war. The result of continuance has been increas- 
ing confusion. .Xs one oil man pointed out, "under fi.scd 
price ceilings the tendency is to manufacture those pro- 
ducts which produce the most profit. This has resulted 
in industr>"-\vide overproduction of certain products 
and a weakening in their market prices: whereas other 
products, which normally would have been produced 
in greater %-ohime to balance demand, continue to sell 
at unprofitable prices set by the government." 

Congress should not be criticized for moving with 
caution in renewing price control.

Where Will It End? 

Demands for health and welfare funds will ap- 
pear more and more in union controversies with man- 
agement. Even if the principle of the private tax now 
involved in the coal strike is outlawed, the problem will 
remain. Social security, which is supposed to be at 
least a partatl answer to such contingencies, is seldom 
mentioned because inflation is tending to dwarf the 
value of the present social security program. Inevitably, 
sentiment will arise for increased social security bene- 
fits. This will mean in all likelihood more public debt 
and still more inflation. And so the crazy circle goes, 
with the living standards of the great mass of American 
citizens falling steadily lower. 

On lop of it all comes the proposal to spend 
billions of public money on a nationwide state medical 
system. With socialized medicine tacked onto social 
security, the overall program may ultimately cost the 
working people of America 25^0 of their income. Such 
is the estimate of qualified authorities. This is exclusive 
of taxes to support a peacetime Federal government 
that spends several times as much as in pre-war years. 

Where will it end? We should begin asking our- 
selves this question. England, whose people are bur- 
dened with a near bankrupt government, is in the pro- 
cess of conversion to state medicine. The cost of the 
scheme in the early years is estimated at more than 
$600,000,000. Some of England's financial difficulties 
may be eased by a loan from America. But what about 
America? Who is going to bail us out when we get 
into trouble? 

It begins to look as if the proposed obligations of 
our Federal government will require near confiscatory 
txvation on the earnings of everyone. Confiscatory taxa- 
tion means the end of liberty— a high price to pay for 
even the most desirable social reforms.

Congressman Ralph E, Church, 
10th Distrct, Illniois, announced to- 
day from Washington that he has 
been called upon by .the Navy Depart- 
ment to make an ap>polntmcnt to An- 
napolis.
